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The Watermark Bogey Man 


SHILATELIC Editors 
have been spending their 
time in the past few 
weeks in an effort to dis- 
play their knowledge of 
chemistry or medicine by quoting 
from statements published in certain 
newspapers and attributed to Dr. 
This or Dr. That, as to the use of 
carbon tetrachloride or other fluids 
for the purpose of detecting water- 
marks. 

We hold that such information for 
collectors is desirable and of value 
but when the editors quote one side 
only, fail to quote the other side, they 
are showing partiality or are dis- 
playing a woeful lack of ignorance 
or an utter lack of any desire to be 
informed and to pass on the informa- 
tion to their readers. 

We have long recognized the fact 
that every story has two sides and 
we hold it is both unfair and un- 
ethical to quote one side of a story 
and wholly ignore the other side. 
We further hold that it is more than 
unfair to quote one side of such a 
story when the side that is quoted is 
based on the statement of a man or 
a doctor who for all we know may 
have no knowledge of stamp collect- 
ing, know nothing about the method 
in which a stamp collector would use 
carbon tetrachloride, and thus not 
realize that its use is so limited and 
in such small quantity that the pos- 
sible resultant injury from such use 
might even be discounted by this 
same Doctor. 

Mr. Burns in Gossip for November 
30, quotes Dr. Clendening and ap- 
parently without further investiga- 
tion, presumes that the dear Doctor 
knows all his onions and immediately 
consigns carbon tetrachloride to the 
scrap heap. 

Mr. Lindquist quotes Mr. Berolz- 
heimer on the use of carbon tetra- 
chloride and the most Mr. Berolz- 
heimer can say against its use is that 
It-will injure certain printing inks 
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and he states further that mixtures of 
carbon tetrachloride and other liquids 
are very apt to show a rapid evapora- 
tion of the carbon tetrachloride with 
the result that a highly flamable 
mixture is left. Yet at the same time 
he recommends benzine, than which 
there is nothing more flamable. 

In by-gone days collectors used 
little else than benzine as a water- 
marking liquid. Only in the past ten 
to fifteen years have collectors been 
using carbon tetrachloride, whether 
by that name or under the name of 
some cleaning fluid such as Carbona 
or some other preparation. 

The use of carbon tetrachloride has 
in our estimation been highly satis- 
factory. It is far safer than benzine. 
It weighs more and is more expensive 
to ship and thus when diluted with 
benzine its shipping weight can be 
reduced while at the same time the 
mixture of carbon tetrachloride and 
benzine can be in such proportions 
that the explosive and flamable danger 
of benzine is eliminated. Evaporate, 
of course it will, so will benzine. 

As for injury to printing inks we 
have yet to see evidence of this except 
in the case of stamps printed by the 
rotogravure process, such as the later 
Italian commemorative issues which 
are printed with ink which dries to a 
powdery substance, doubtless an ink 
with less oil or greasy substance in it 
than is in ordinary kinds of printing 
ink and a good soaking in anything 
wet will show effects of such soaking, 
such stamps need care in cleaning just 
as do the well known British Colon- 
ials on chalky paper. 

After all the highly informative 
information on the use of carbon 
tetrachloride as a watermark detector, 
possibly by a learned Doctor who may 
not be a stamp collector and thus not 
understand in how little quantity it is 
used by stamp collectors, we turn to 
Mekeels Weekly Stamp News of De- 
cember 16 and quote an authority 





whom all stamp collectors can readily 
recognize as an authority. Dr. War- 
ren L. Babcock of Detroit. 

Dr. Babcock is a learned Doctor, 
his association with Grace Hospital of 
Detroit has been so long and is so 
well known that we can all have 
faith in him from the medical end of 
this matter. On the other hand, there 
are few stamp collectors in America 
who stand higher in the ranks of 
Philately than Dr. Babcock. Why 
then must we quote statements of 
people who have little or no standing 
in the stamp collecting world or ac- 
cept the statement of a stamp col 
lector who lacks knowledge of the 
medical profession as to the injurious 
or dangerous effects from carbon 
tetrachloride as a watermark detector. 

We quote from Mekeels of Decem- 
ber 16, “By W. L. Babcock, M. D.— 
Carbon tetrachloride is poisonous to 
humans only when in more or less 
constant contact with the skin, or 
when taken internally in continued 
doses, either small or large. 

Dr. Clendening’s article was in 
reference to its use by cleaners and 
dyers, which, in some instances, has 
been used in considerable quantities 
on account of its cheapness. As used 
by stamp collectors in small quantities, 
the contact of the fluid or gas with 
the skin is quite harmless. 

No evidence has been brought to 
my attention in medical practice, that 
it ever has produced a deleterious 
effect on the skin or internal organs, 
particularly the liver. It is recom- 
mended to cigarette smokers as a 
watermark fluid.” 

Little more need be said. However 
carbon tetrachloride is far more ex- 
pensive than benzine, is non-flamable, 
will not explode. Benzine is highly 
flamable and will explode. If you 
think benzine is non-injurious to the 
skin try washing your hands in some. 
It gives a highly burning sensation 
and might cause trouble. 
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We fail to grasp the reference that 
Dr. Babcock makes ‘‘or when taken 
internally in continued doses’’—is it 
possible that some of the boys have 
been drinking the stuff along with 
hair shampoo and jamaica ginger. In 
our own plant we have numerous 
little glass containers hung about the 
plant. These are a fire prevention 
measure and are told that they 
contain among other things carbon 
tetrachloride. When we inquired as 
to the effects, should one of the glass 
bulbs fall and break, we were told 
that the only ill effects from it would 
be from inhalation of the fumes, that 
such inhalation would produce the 
effect of a beautiful jag, yet we have 
refrained from trying it, preferring 
the regular brand from Kentucky.

Prior to the introduction of Nick 
Carter Watermark Detective, manu-

Knowing the value of both benzine 
and carbon tetrachloride for this pur- 
pose it was found that by mixing the 
two liquids that a highly satisfactory 
fluid could be produced in such man- 
ner that it would be flamable, thus 
eliminating the danger of benzine and 
by mixing the carbon tetrachloride, 
reducing the bulk weight and making 
less mailing cost as well as producing 
something that was safe to send 
through the mails. 


We believe the statement of Dr. 
Babcock should set at rest all pipe 
dreams of those who have jumped at 
the conclusion of men who probably 
never knew what they were talking 
about as regards a watermark de- 
tector.

Two Postoffice Clerks from 
the Wilkinsburg, Postoffice are on the 
way to Miami to make identification. 

Simms has been a fugitive for some 
time, he has eluded the Postoffice 
Inspectors and at different times has 
been reported in various parts of the 
country and in Mexico. 

It will be remembered by those 
who had business with him that he 
was also an importer of Mexican 
Jumping Beans and he seems to have 
acquired some of the traits of these 
little fellows in his evasion of the law 
in the past many months.

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Washington News is of the more 
or less startling kind this week. The 
Philatelic Agency announces the re- 
moval of the Wisconsin commemora- 
tive from the sales list several days 
ago, When many collectors were anx- 
iously waiting some clue to new air- 
mail issues and denominations, giving 
little thought to the possibility of 
stamps being slipped quietly off the 
list. 

The Wisconsin stamp was placed 
on first day sale on July 7, 1934, at 
Green Bay, only. The original (re- 
vised) printing order called for 65 
million stamps to be issued. Up to 
March 8, 1935, there had been 
issued 62,740,400 stamps of this item 
in the perforated form. Of the im- 
perforates put out March 15, there 
finally were sold 9,958 full sheets of 
200, and 69,181 blocks of four, with 
aremaining 300 sheets being returned 
to the Bureau of Engraving for gum- 
ming and perforating. 

Had this writer been called upon 
to make a random guess as to the next 
stamp scheduled for removal from 
Agency sales, the Mothers Day flat 
plate commemorative probably would 
have been the choice, as many (a 
great many) of the orders for Agency 
purchases passing through our office 
have been for more or less large 
quantities of these flat plate items.

With reference to the so-called 
“Army Franks” discussed in previous 
issues, we have received additional 
data which should be of interest. Mr. 
Paul H. Segnitz has quoted from 
copies of C. H. Mekeel’s “Stamp Col- 
lector” of 1901 and 1902 as follows: 

“B. C. Kenyon of Long Beach, 
Calif., was the original promotor of 
these labels, and issued a circular in 
which it was claimed that the stamps 
were issued by a high army official 
(with semi-official authorization) for 
bona-fide and were ‘finally sus- 
pended at the request of the 3rd Asst. 
P. M. General.’ The stamps were 
offered to the trade as ‘remainders.’ 

“Mekeel’s investigation (letters to 
both the War and the P. O. Depart- 
ments) showed that neither depart- 
ment had fathered the issue, the War 
Department stating that they had 
never seen the stamps before, and the 
P. O. Dept. finally locating a letter 
from Kenyon, to which they had al- 
ready replied (July 27, 1898) deny- 
ing that the labels had any franking 
power, and disclaiming knowledge of 
their origin.” 

This appears to be the last word on 
the subject and now completes the 
story for our readers.

a sheet of 100 No. 652. Plate No. 
17017 is known in the correct yellow 
green shade for No. 652 but, as more 
than one printing was made from this 
plate, the plate number is not a reli- 
able guide to the shade. 

Mr. Anderson also inquires as to 
whether or not it is worthwhile to 
lay aside some of the current 14c In- 
dian head stamps. Our answer to 
that is in two parts: (1) Don’t in- 
vest in stamps—collect them. (2) 
If you must do a little laying aside, 
lay aside those stamps which are used 
the most. Look through your price 
lists for past performances and you 
will see that the ones most used for 
postage are the ones which are worth 
more mint, with very few exceptions. 
Look at the 3c Bicentennial now 
quoted at 15c while the seldom used 
7c Bicentennial is still available at 9c. 
The 14c Indian, incidentally, is sel- 
dom used. 


No definite word of the 16c Air- 
mail stamp being discontinued has 
been received. The Philippines will 
no doubt issue a complete new set to 
replace the 1935 issue as soon as they 
conveniently can. 





The news regarding the small 
quantity of 50c Zeppelins sold came 
as a distinct surprise to us all. Search- 
ing around New York revealed that |= 
dealers had none but everyone, includ- 
ing yours truly, seemed to think they 
were just around the corner waiting 
for a decent offer to bring them out. 
The news was no sooner out than 
everyone, of course, realized that the 
corner in the picture was missing. 

Borrowing Mr. Rice’s figures, we 
find 67,864 covers carried on the 
flight or cancelled on the day of issue. 
As, in many cases, more than one copy 
was required per cover, we may feel 
safe in saying that 100,000 stamps 
were used on flight covers. Another 
50,000 stamps have undoubtedly been 
used or destroyed, leaving a balance 
of 175,000 mint stamps for us to play 
with.

However, such figuring does 
not take into consideration these pos- 
jbilities: (1) Many collectors who 
ignore the earlier issue have bought or 
will buy the latter one. (2) It was on 
sale so long that it is reasonable to be- 
lieve supplies are already scattered in 
collections. (3) This is further sub- 
stantiated by the fact that dealers and 
speculators who, w isely sometimes and 
unwisely other times, wait until the 
last minute, are now scrambling for 
them. (4) The paper used in print- 
ing this issue is probably the worst 
ever used for our stamps and mutilat- 
ed perforations are a common sight. 
These factors summed up bring our 
stimate for the current retail figure 
of the 50c Zeppelin to $2.50.

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Religious Traditions of the Stamps 


By Harry M. Savacool 
CuHapter VIII 


RADITIONS are always interesting. Even if 
we suspect that they have accumulated many 


impossible tales in being passed down to us we 
still love to hear them. Races, nations, cities, and fam- 
ilies boast of and love their traditions. The Christian 
Church also has its traditions and some of them find 
their way to the stamps. We have had occasion in 
previous chapters to relate briefly two religious tra- 
ditions used on stamps, namely, St. Christopher and 
the Christ-Child, and St. Ursula and her Virgins. 

The most widely used on stamps of any religious 
tradition is that of St. George and the Dragon. This 
is the more peculiar because it is a tradition that 
hardly anyone would claim to be literal truth and 
that many think is a Christian adaptation of a still 
earlier pagan tradition or myth. Tradition asserts 
that St. George was a Cappadocian of the third 
century. He was born of Christian parents of noble 
rank and rose to high military rank under Diocletian. 
When Diocletian began his persecution of the Christ- 
ians St. George publicly tore up the proclamation and 
remonstrated personally with the Emperor. He was 
condemned to death but miraculous interference made 
his execution very difficult; the executioners spears 
broke, his wounds healed miraculously, and poison 
had no effect. Finally, however, he was martyred 
April 23, 303. He is celebrated as a Saint in both the 
Roman Catholic and Orthodox Churches. 

It is, however, the Dragon tradition that has won 
St. George his place on the stamps. According to this 
tradition a marsh near Libya was infested with a 
terrible dragon who could only be kept quiet bv being 
bought off with offerings of sheep or even human 
beings, preferably maidens. The dragon couid not be 
conquered, even driving off an armed host. On one 
occasion a maiden had to be chosen by lot to sacrifice 
to the dragon to satisfy his demands. The lot fell to 
the Princess. As she came forth weeping St. George 
happened to be riding by. He speared the dragon and 
with the Princess led him captive to the town. The 
whole town was won to the Christian faith by St. 
George who then slew the dragon. To scholars this 
sounds suspiciously like the account from pagan myth- 
ology of the deliverance by Perseus of the Virgin 
Andromeda from the sea monster which is supposed 
to have taken place in this same general locality. 
Scholars feel that while there was a Christian martyr 
named St. George the dragon story is from this pagan 
myth which was transferred to him. However that 
may be, the story, typical of the charitable strong 
aiding the weak, has captured the fancy of men and 
has found its way to the stamps. Russia in 1914 issued 
semi-postals for war charities. On the 10kr value 


we see St. George on his charger spearing the dragon 
which is writhing on the ground (No. 608). The 
same stamp was reissued in 1915-18 (No. 612). 
Georgia, formerly a province of the Russian Empire, 
honored St. George on its stamp issue of 1919. Two 
designs were used, one larger than the other, but both 


ta, 


bearing in the center of the design a picture of §. 
George, lance in hand upon a galloping charger (No, 
5-17). Great Britain used St. George on one of her 
very infrequent religious stamp issues. On the one 
pound, black, issued in 1929 for the Postal Union 
Congress at London we find the head of King George 
V to the left and at the right St. George on horseback 
transfixing the dragon with his lance (No. 209), 
Unfortunately this stamp is quite expensive. Danzig 
in 1921 gave us St. George on three semi- postals 
(No. 551-553) but in this design St. George, on foot, 
is very non-chalantly holding the writhing dragon 
transfixed with his lance. What a page of dragons 
these stamps will make for our album. 

In the Montserrat issue of Spain, which we hope to 
treat as a whole in a later chapter, are two stamp 
designs calling our attention to an interesting tradi- 
tion. The tradition of Montserrat asserts that St. 
Luke was a carver of images of the Virgin in black 
wood. When St. Peter came to Spain he brought one 
of these images with him. When the Moors were 
ravaging Spain the image was hidden in the mountain 
at Montserrat and lost sight of for years. In 880 it 
was discovered and it was decided to carry it to Man- 
resa but, strange to relate, it resisted being carried and 
after a short distance remained immovable. This was 
interpreted as a Divine command to leave it there, 
which was done, and a nunnery established on the 
spot. This later gave place to a monastery of the 
Benedictines. Whatever one may think of this tradi- 
tion there is no doubt that there is at Montserrat a 
very ancient and rather crude black wooden image of 
the Virgin, seated and holding in her lap the Christ- 
Child. In her right hand she is holding the world for 
him to bless. The Montserrat issue of 1931 presented 
a good view of the image on the 20c and 30c values 
(No. 506, 508). A profile of the image is shown on 
the 25c, Ip, and 10p values (No. 507, 511, 513). 
Both bring out clearly the lack of artistic quality of 
the image. Some travellers who have visited the Mon- 
astery assert that the eyes of the image seem to move 
and follow you about wherever you go, always fixed 
upon you. 

The beautiful Cathedral of Cologne which was 
shown on the 10,000m of Germany in 1923 (No. 238) 
recalls to our mind a very interesting legend con- 
cerning the building of this great church. It is said 
that the Archbishop of Cologne in the 13th century 
commissioned an architect to draw plans for a Cathe- 
dral that would surpass all others. One day he was 
sitting on the banks of the Rhine in despairing mood 
over this impossible order. The devil appeared to him 
and showed him a wonderful set of plans but demanded 
his soul in payment for them. The architect came at 
midnight to seal the bargain but watched his chance 
and snatched the plans, vanquishing Satan with a 
piece of the True Cross. However, as Satan retired 
in a furious rage he laid a curse on the architect to 
the effect that his name would not be known and his 
work never finished. Strange to relate his name is 
absolutely unknown and the Cathedral was not com- 
pleted until 1880, over six hundred years after it was 
begun.

We know some collectors who are 
glad that the Olympic Games are 
only held every four years for they 
scowl every time any country finds a 
new excuse to issue new stamps. 

Four years ago America issued an 
Olympic stamp for the winter games 
at Lake Placid. Germany has now 
issued a set of three beautiful stamps 
for the winter games in connection 
with the 1936 Olympic Games to be 
held at Berlin. 

Had Jim Farley been in the saddle 
we might have had a set, but collec- 
tors can either blame someone else for 
the single stamp or the lack of a 
complete set. 

On the other hand we know a few 
collectors who will rejoice at the 
opportunity to add these handsome 
new stamps picturing athletic events, 
to their collection. 

Collectors who collect stamps for 
an historical and pictorial record need 
but a single copy of any stamp for 
such purpose and to this type of col- 
lector the multiplicity of new issues 
complained about by some are a wel- 
come event.

Is It? 


Leland Chittenden of Outwood 
Ky. shows me a lc coil from New 
York City in B-13 with the N. Y. 
much taller than the rest of the 
legend. He wants to know if this is 
the repair spoke of a couple weeks 
back. As I stated, I only heard that 
such a repair existed, but had not 
viewed it as yet. Nevertheless I 
would pass my opinion on this as a 
REPAIR, judging it from the repair 
I viewed of the San Francisco plate. 
As Mr. Chittenden pointed out it 
could not be a stretch as they do not 
happen on coils because the coils are 
printed sidewise while the sheet 
stamps are printed endwise. Also if it 
was a stretch the rest of the legend 
on the stamp would be elongated too. 
So if this is not a REPAIR then I 
wish someone would kindly step forth 
and tell me what it is. Look over 
New York city B-13 coils and see if 
you can find one, they are easily dis- 
cernable. One other thing I wish to 
point out is that the periods are some- 
what elongated too, which would sug- 
gest stretching but since there is no 
appearance of smearing present and 
the bar below is not any thicker than 
ordinary I think this stamp then ties 
up with the theory that these repairs 
are made by hand, by an engraver and 
are not faults of printing. 


More SAN FRANCISCO 


A card at hand from C. J. Boetter 
of Chicago stating that the San Fran- 
cisco repairs mentioned in the Precan- 
celled Herald referred to the repaired 
periods which happened previous to 
the repair of which I spoke a few 
weeks back. In the first place the 
periods were entirely missing at one 
or two places in the sheet and if they 
were replaced this would of course

be a repair, but how to tell a repaired 
period I don’t know and wish some- 
one would tell us so we can tell the 
rest of the gang. According to Mr. 
Boetter the repaired period is not 
known to exist on B72 and B75, 
these being replaced by B92 and B93 
before the repair was made. Now 
about the repair that looks like a 
stretch, this should appear on all 
varieties except, 72, 74, and 75 or in 
other words on all sheet stamps except 
the old 1%4c, 3c and 4c which were 
of course replaced by the 1%c front 
view Harding, 3c Stuart and 4c Taft. 
None of these repairs exist on coil 
stamps as they are printed from en- 
tirelvy different plates.
